Russelle M. Bailey, chief of 
the Nike-X Engineering Divi¬ 
sion, agrees that “everything 
hasn't been coming up roses,’’ 
but he is still highly enthusias¬ 
tic about the radar. Since the 
White Sands MAR was a ven¬ 
ture into the unknown, it was 
not expected to operate perfect¬ 
ly in all respects. 

Says Mr. Bailey, “as a result 
of tests we have altered the 
design on several elements. On 
the other hand, wc have proved 
out the design in many areas* 
I would say the testing pro¬ 
gram has been very successful. 

He is seconded in this analy¬ 
sis by Colonel I. O. Drewry, the 
Project Manager running the 
top priority missile defense 
project for the Army. 

Colonel Dretvry says he con¬ 
siders the successful develop¬ 
ment and testing of the MAR 
to be a major breakthrough not 
pnly in the Array's miaslie de¬ 
fense effort, but also in the en¬ 
tire field of radar.s.

During its test program the 
MAR has already aquired and 
tracked test missiles. 

Knowledge gained in testing 
and operating the MAR at 
White Sands is being incorpo¬ 
rated into the tactical MAR 
which is planned for the Nikc- 
X system’s Kwajalein Test Site 
in the Pacific. 

As a pilot model, WSMR 
MAR is used to prove in actual 
use pieces of hardware and 
methods of operation on which 
no functional experience is 
available. 

Furthermore, says engineer¬ 
ing chief Bailey, the radar will 
be used to try out future state- 
of-the-art hardware improve¬ 
ments which can then be added 
to the tactical radars once they 
are proven to be beneficial.

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I Am An American 

With a purpose dedicated to preserving freedom and 
niaintaiiimg peace, the United States has invested its 
military nii^hl and know-how in a team ol more tlian 
two and one-half million individuals. 

Since this nation's be^finnirig, uniformed memfocis 
of the armed forces have played a major role in retain¬ 
ing the freedoin.s and heritage envi.sioned by writers of 
the Constitution of the United Slates. 

In peacetime as in war, millions of United »States 
Tnilitary personnel abide by a Code of Conduct. DaiJv 
they go about their chores, as a team positioned around 
the"globe ready to react to orders established by the 
Command er-in-Chief, the President of the United States. 

One of the most widely repeated siaiemonts made 
by the late President John F. Kennedy was in his 19(il 
inaugural address, "Ask not what your country can do 
for you — ask what you can do for your country." Tliis 
challenge is being answered by ever>^ American service¬ 
man and woman around the world performing as a 
‘‘Guardian of the Nation.” 

Regardless of service, the uniform worn by mem¬ 
bers of the Army, Navy. Air Force, Marine Corps or 
Coast Guard produly reflects the image of ‘*I Ain An 
American.” 

The image is further portrayed by Americans givimi 
their lives to preserve freedom for people in Southeast 
Asia, and other areas of uneasiness, plus those dedicated 
to presetwing the American way of life at home and 
abroad. 

In 1905, Theodore Roosevelt exclaimed, "We have 
duties to others and duties to ourselves; and we can shirk 
neither,” a message fulfilled by eveiy American in uni¬ 
form as a "Protector of Liberty.” 

Times have changed in this world of crisis. 

No longer will a bow and arrow forestall an aggres¬ 
sor. No longer will a propeller-driven plane or steamship 
match the jet-age aircraft missile-might, or nuclear- 
powered naval fleet. 

But today, as in the past, man can match man, even 
with the advancements of a technological age. 

Today’s American in uniform is an ambassador 
afaoaj'd and a “Defender of Freedom" as described by 
Abraham Lincoln in 1858, “Our defexise is in the spirit 
which prized liberty as the hertiage of all men in all 
lands evehywhere.” 

The 20th Cenuiry American in uniform is “An Kne- 
my of Tyrannv.” fulfilling today what Ttiomas Jefferson 
defined in 1800. “I have sworn upon the altar of God 
eternal hosility against every fonn of tyranny over the 
mind of man.”

Bayonet Training 
Revision Expected 


WASHINGTON (AFPS) — 
A new program to produce bet¬ 
ter bayonet fighters may begin 
at all Army training centers 
this year if field tests at Ft. 
Gordon, Ga., prove successful. 

The program introduces 
trainees to a more realistic ap¬ 
proach at an earlier training 
stage and does not change the 
approved thrust, parry and 
smash movements now used. 

A soldier’s proficiencey, in 
the time available for this train¬ 
ing, should be improved, an of¬ 
ficial Sfiid, adding that the 
Army is now dealing with the 
young men of higher intelli¬ 
gence who will probably become 
better bayonet fighters than 
their predecessors. 

During already established 
bayonet training, recruits re¬ 
ceive their indoctrination by 
making movements “into the 
breeze” against an imaginary 
target. In the new program, 
the recruits will “fight” a dum¬ 
my from the beginning of train¬ 
ing. 

The tests were developed 
from recommendations by the 
Army’s seven basic combat cen¬ 
ters, Results will be forwarded 
to the Infantry Training Cen¬ 
ter Ft. Benning, Ga., for final 
evaluation. 

Tests are also being made of 
certain materials that will with¬ 
stand abusive treatment with 
little or no maintenance. Those 
materials Include metal rubber 
and plastics as opposed to

chant Vessel Report (AMVER)! 
Center set its computer in New 
York to predict the locatioiiH of 
ships in the area of a simulated 
emergency in the Atlantic, 
about 300 miles off the English 
Channel. 

Seven ships were found to be 
within a 100 mile radius of the 
simulated distress position. The 
ships’ names, positions, courses, 
speeds and othre important 
data were immechately sent via 
Early Bird to the Rescue Coor¬ 
dination Center in Plymouth, 
England, from where (if the 
emergency were real) rescue ef¬ 
forts would be dispatched). 

Called a “surface picture,” 
the list of ships informs rescue 
coordinators of the amount of 
help they might have in the 
area of operations.

Pay May Go I 

To Survivors 

WASHINGTON (AFPS) — 
The Defense Department has 
gone on record strongly recom¬ 
mending that unused military 
leave be paid to survivors, if 
death occurs while on active 
duty. i 

“The armed forces is the only i 
group denied payment for un¬ 
used leave, if death occurs dur¬ 
ing employment,” Brigadier 
General William W. Berg, de¬ 
puty assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense (Military ersonnel Pol¬ 
icy,) told the House Armed 
Services Committee. 

Existing Statute; 

General Berg explained that 
under existing statutes the pay¬ 
ment of leave entitlement si 
authorized to members dis¬ 
charged or retired from the 
service and also to the surviv¬ 
ing heirs when payment to the 
retiree had not been efected. 

“It seems ironic to prohibit 
terminal leave payments to 
survivors of personnel who ac¬ 
cumulate leave in an area such 
as Viet-Nam, and who lose 
their lives in carrying out as¬ 
signed duties,” General Berg 
noted, “while at the same time 
authorizing terminal leave pay¬ 
ments to more fortunate per¬ 
sonnel who live to be remun¬ 
erated for unused leave upon 
their separation from the ser- | 
vice.” I 

Logic Applies 

The logic of military term¬ 
inal leave is sound, the com¬ 
mittee was told, “since the gov¬ 
ernment, in effect, is receiving 
additional productive man hour 
at the standard pay rate.” 

General Berg said that the 
logic applies, whethc?' these ad¬ 
ditional services were per¬ 
formed by ijersonnel still living 
or by those who are since de¬ 
ceased. 

It was further pointed out 
that current statutes entitle 
survivors of civil service em¬ 
ployees to payment for ac- 
cumlated and current accrued 
leave at time of death.

Dr. Wernher Van Braun, di¬ 
rector of NASA’s Marshall

the weight of all NASA satel¬ 
lites since the agency formed 
in 1958.
